commence, and it is up to 

the dairymen, and particu- 
larly the breeders of pure bred 
dairy cattle to lead the van. 

For a few years we will con- 
tinue to export great quantities of 
dairy products to the countries of 
Europe but the amount will gradually 
decline as the herds there are built 
up and at the end of five or six years 
we have no reason to believe that we 
will be in any different condition than 
we were five years ago when very 
little of the dairy products were ex- 
ported from the United States. 

The question we must confront is 
how best to serve the industry in 
which we are engaged. Those breed- 
ers of pure bred Holstein-Friesian cat- 
tle will have such a demand for their 
cattle during the next few years as 
has never occurred in the past be- 
cause the herds of Europe must be 
replenished. The great bulk of the 
European purchasers will want the 
pure bred animals, and the demand 
for pure bred dairy cows and heifers 
will be tremendous. It behooves us, 
therefore, to get our animals in shape 
for inspection and sale, and keep them 
in that condition. Then make known 
to buyers generally what you have to 
sell. Thousands of pure bred livestock 


R ECONSTRUCTION must now 


breeders in this country have fine animals that would be a 
credit to the breed, for sale, but they never make it 
known, they do not join any National Association, they 
do not advertise, there is no way of bringing them in 
contact with purchasers, and as a result they have to take 
the price that the speculator is willing to pay. That is 
generally very much below what the speculator expects 
to receive. There was never a time when there was such 
urgent necessity for every person who breeds pure bred 
animals to join their National association. The Holstein- 
Friesian would be just a fair example of the benefits that 
could be derived from membership. The Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association furnishes a list of all the members to 
all persons who are interested in the purchase of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle, and every member of the Association will 
have an opportunity by having his name listed and 
furnished to all foreign or domestic buyers, whether for 


export or local purposes. 


I believe also we must start out with a fixed deter- 
mination to perfect organizations where the product sold is 
whole milk. The only places in the United States today 
where the producers of whole milk are getting a reason- 
able price for their product is where the producers are 
organized and have a selling agency, having some one

authorized to speak for them, and 

that is the only way satisfactory 

results can be achieved. I believe 

the past has demonstrated that 

while a monopoly is the ideal way 

of getting efficient and economical 

service, still it has been proven to 
a moral certainty that monopolies 
must be restrained and controlled 
else their greed overcomes their ideals 
of justice, and to quite an extent the 
distribution of milk is controlled by 
monopolies. Without organization far- 
mers, as individuals, are absolutely 
helpless. If the distributor says “you 
can have $2.50 per hundred for your 
milk” he has no other way to dispose 
of it, he has all the equipment, he 
has been to all the expense nevc2ssary 
for producing market milk, and he is 
at the mercy of the distributor. This 
can only be remedied by perfecting an 
organization among the producers 
and let them make an arrangement for 
the collective selling of milk. Let 
that same organization of producers 
have certain requirements as to the 
condition under which milk will be 
produced before it will assume the 
responsibility for the selling of the 
product; in other words, I would like 
the producers of milk of the United 
States to be organized for the purpose 
of speaking unitedly, and for the pur- 


pose of working out the problem of furnishing, as near as 
possible, a perfect quality of food. This could be readily 
accomplished if the dairymen would have confidence in 
each other and work together. 

There is just as much danger at the present time of 
the price of milk going too high, the price of butter and 
cheese going too high, as there is that it is not high enough. 
If the price goes beyond what the consumer has been led 
to believe represents the worth of the article, he will dis- 
continue its use, the substitutes will find favor and the 
public suffer because of poor nourishment. With the dairy- 
men organized publicity campaigns can be put on, a 
general educational program worked out, until the esi- 
mate of the value of the dairy products is raised, and the 
dairymen will get for their product just what they can 
satisfy the consumers of America that it is worth. They 
must get busy by uniting and co-operating together for the 


purpose of advancing the industry. The members of the 





Holstein-Friesian Association of America must lend their 
effort to making these organizations possible. 

I believe, also, it would be well for the National Asso- 
ciation to take up now seme plan of advertising in Europe 
so that the people there might know that the greatest milk- 
ing machines on earth were here in the United States, 
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that they are black and white in color, and answer to the 
name of Holstein-Friesian cow; that these animals could 
be procured guaranteed free from disease, with almost any 
productive capacity required, and that we had thousands 
of young bulls whose use would increase the productive 
capacity of the descendants of the cows now in Europe; 
in other words, I favor telling the people of Europe what 
we have to sell, and I hope all the other pure bred live- 
stock associations will do the same thing. 

What we must do is to make the business of breeding 
pure bred live stock not only honorable but profitable, 
and this can be accomplished by a course of conduct 
governed by business principles. We have a product to

A Campaign For Pure Bred Sires in Wisconsin 
By D. S. BULLOCK, Fieldman 


Wisconsin Live Stock Breeders’ Association 


du Lac County, Wisconsin, have instituted a cam- 

paign to eliminate, if possible, the grade and scrub 
bulls from their county. Some features of the campaign 
which they are conducting are unique. The breeders are 
not simply trying to sell their stock. They are offering 
owners of grade and scrub stock some real inducements 
to get pure breds. It is a real community enterprise. 


Co-operating in the work are the Fond du Lac County 
Holstein breeders’ association, the Fond du Lac county 
Guernsey breeders’ association, the Fond du Lac county 
Jersey breeders association, the Fond du Lac business 
men’s association, the county agent, and the Wisconsin 
state livestock breeders’ association. The assistance and

The remarkable thing about these figures is the 
fact shown that only about one-fourth of the bulls of 
breeding age in the county are pure breds. The figures 
were carried still farther and the percentages obtained 
for each township. The names of more than a thousand 
owners of grade and scrub bulls in the county were ob- 
tained. 

When the active campaign really started a letter was 
sent out to every one of these owners of grade and scrub 
bulls and the following offer was made to them. “Any 
owner of a grade or scrub bull of breeding age in Fond

sare few answered this letter. Many farmers were ap- 
. vay distrustful of such a generous offer. a 
er rosy member of the three local breeders associations 
and every preeder of Brown Swiss and Ayrshire cattle in 
he county were asked to furnish at least one bull calf for 
| he trades. With only one or two exceptions they have 
offered good registered calves to be used for these trades. 

The campaign is only just fairly well begun but 
numerous trades have already been made. Many owners 
of grade and scrub bulls have already sold them and bought 
ure breds. In one month’s work during the summer 
forty-three pure bred sires were placed in the county 
and thirty-eight of these went into herds where they had 
never owned a pure bred before. 

There is only one thing required of every man who 
receives one of the pure bred bulls in these trades and that 
is that he keep the bull and use him in his herd for two 
rls addition to offering the opportunity for owners of 
grade and scrub bulls to trade them for pure breds, the 
preeders have, in many instances, offered to sell bulls to 
farmers in the county from ten to twenty-five dollars 
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cheaper than to farmers outside of the county. They have 
also offered to take notes in payment for bulls for one year 
without interest. With all these privileges there is no 
good reason why every bull in the county should not be a 
purebred. 

From the breeders standpoint the scheme is a long 
time advertising proposition. The breeder of pure bred 
live stock realizes the great value of having a large 
number of the same breed in the locality. The giving of 
bulls in trades means a real financial loss at the time of 
from ten to thirty or forty dollars on each animal. In time, 


- however, it will come back to them in the way of increased 


sales and a better live stock community. Some of the men 
who got pure bred bulls are already talking of buying a 
pure bred female or two. 

A work of this kind cannot be done in a day or a week. 
It may take a year or two or even longer. Several other 
counties in the state are already talking and planning on 
starting a similar campaign. It will require steady hard 
work to bring results. The Fond du Lac county breeders 
are prepared for that and are confidently looking forward 
to the time when they can advertise their county as “a 
county with only registered dairy sires in its herds.”

British Columbia Heifer Captures Championship 


lbs. butter for yearly production in the jr. 2-year-old 

division has just been made by the remarkable heifer, 
Colony Aaggie Pietertje. owned by the Colony Farm, 
Essondale, B. C. This heifer freshened in pasture on the 
15th of October, 1917, at the age of 2 years, 1 month, 15 
days. She started on test on the 21st of that month with 
the intention of making a seven and thirty-day record. So 
steadily did she increase her daily production that it was 
not until the week from December 29th to January 4th. 
inclusive that she reached her maximum production 
making in that period 508.7 lbs. milk 22.82 Ibs. butter. Her 
highest month’s production was during the period from 
December 25th to January 24th, when she produced 2119.1 
Ibs. milk, 92.94 lbs. butter. It will be observed from these 
figures that it was not until the third month after calving 
that she really got her pace, and reached her maximum for 
production. Her highest day’s production on January 2d 
was 81.5 lbs. milk containing 2.98 lbs. fat equal to 3.75 Ibs. 
butter. So steadily did she continue to work that in the 
ee of her record she produced 54.7 Ibs. milk 2.5 Ibs. 
utter.

She was sired by Korndyke Butter Boy 
Pride a R. O. M. grandson of De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d (a 
century sire), and out of a 27-lb. granddaughter of Sarcas- 
tic Lad. 

Owing to the scarcity of feed it was impossible to ob- 
tain many of the grains which are so often desired for the 
work of obtaining these large records, by providing much 
variety in diet. Under the circumstances Aaggie had to be 
content with a mixture of bran, ground oats, oil meal, and 
corn meal in equal parts. Occasionally a little soy bean 
meal was obtained, and this Aaggie had to share with the 
other cows on test. She was fed 20 lbs. of this mixture per 
day throughout the test with roots and ensilage during a 
portion of the year, and green oats during the summer 
months. She was fed and milked four times a day, and 
never refused anything that was offered her at any one 
of the 1460 feeds during the test. 

Colony Aaggie Pietertje will now take her place with 
Zarilda Clothilde 3d De Kol, the world’s record strictly 
official milk producing cow, and other world renowned 
matrons owned at Colony Farm. She is now carrying a 
calf and has been for several months, sired by the junior 
herd sire at Colony Farm, Sir Ormsby Maid Champion, 
whose dam and sire’s dam average 589.85 lbs. milk, and 
32.37 lbs. butter in 7 days (both over 30 Ibs.), and for 
the one year average 24,778.8 lbs. milk, and 1206.83 Ibs. 
of butter. 
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thus lessening the slaughtering of 
native animals, will be the most ef- 
fective means of restoring the deplet- 
ed animal herds of the United King- 
dom, France and Italy. 

This is the information just re- 
ceived from Dr. Vernon Kellogg, of 
the United States Food Administra- 
tion, now in France on official busi- 
ness. Dr. Kellogg declares that the 
losses in cattle in France and Italy 
. are especially serious, not only on ac- 
count of the meat and milk ordinarily 
obtained from this source, but also on 
account of the loss of the services of 
cattle, through depletion, which are 
used as work animals on farms in both 
countries. 

“The most recent statistics on ani- 
mal herds, indicating the number now 
existing in Allied countries, show a 
loss of cattle in France of seventeen 
per cent; in Italy, of fourteen per cent, 
with the United Kingdom showing no 
loss; sheep and goats, France, forty- 
one per cent; Italy, one per cent; Unit- 
ed Kingdom, ten per cent; pigs, 
France, forty-nine per cent; Italy, 
twelve and one-half per cent; United 
Kingdom, twenty-five per cent; horses 
and mules, France, thirty-seven and 
one-half per cent; Italy, twenty-five 
per cent; United Kingdom, not includ- 
ing animals not employed in agricul- 
ture, four and one-half per cent. 

“The losses in cattle in France and 
Italy are not only serious on account 
of the meat involved, but are especial- 
ly serious on account of milk and also 
of work, as cattle are used largely in 
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both countries as work animals on 
the farms. It is highly important that 
the herds be restored as rapidly as 
possible, which. can be done most 
effectively by larger importations of 
meat and pork products from America 
to lessen the slaughtering of native 
animals. 

“The French and Belgian people 
now being released from formerly oc- 
cupied territories are demanding, and 
needing, increased amounts of food 
over the former relief ration in order 
to restore health and strength so as to 
be able to work, thus making larger 
demands on imports from America.” 

Dr. Kellogg strikingly shows the 
shortage of butter and sugar in France 
through his personal experience. “I 
have now been in France three weeks,” 
he says, “eating in restaurants and 
hotels of all grades, and I have had 
butter on the table once, and a total of 
six lumps of sugar. Saccharine is uni- 
versally used in coffee and tea. The 
small sugar ration is mostly reserved 
for cooking.”

The 
pioneers in this undertaking are bound 
to reap the quickest and biggest re- 
turns.

A production of 1295 lb. butter from 
29,949.6 Ib. milk in a year for a cow 
10 years and 19 days old is nothing 
short of sensational and by reason of 
this production, Royalton De Kol Vio- 
let enjoys the distinction of being the 
highest record cow of her age in long 
time work. Previous to the close of 
her year test she made an eight 
months after calving record of 25.62

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Peace—Now for Reconstruction 


ITH the surrender of Germany, peace is practically 
W an accomplished fact. Aside from working out and 

applying the definite terms, which will be dictated 
by the Allies, the next thing on the program is the work of 
reconstruction. The first duty in this program is to provide 
food for those who have felt the pinch of short rations far 
too long for their comfort or health. Hunger is the most 
prolific breeder of Revolution. Money—credit—labor, all 
of these are comparatively simnle problems. after the 
food question is taken care of. We are glad to note that 
the work of Herbert Hoover has been broadened to include 
supervision of the rationing of all the European peoples 
that will come under our care when peace is actually con- 
cluded. Mr. Hoover is now in Eurape studying the situation 
at first hand, and we may be assured that every pound of 
available food will be distributed where it will accomplish 
the greatest good to the greatest number. In spite of all our 
best efforts. however, it is certain that Famine. which it is 
claimed has taken a larger toll of victims in the past four 
years than the big guns of both sides in the conflict, will 
stalk abrood in certain lands that cannot be reached before 
spring. Although the sunshine here at home has seemed a 
little briehter since November eleventh: even though every 
town and city outside the Central Empires went fairly wild 
with joy at the srreat news: it must not be supposed that 
conditions will immediately return to normal. Big read- 
justments must be accomplished. Millions of men must be 
ascsimiliated back into productive industry: cities, towns, 
railroads. and industries must be rebuilt. But through it all, 
food production will remain the nrime necessity, and among 
the various staples we believe dairy product« will continue 
to occupy an increasingly prominent place. For a time, un- 
donbtedly. until another crop of roughage can be grown, the 
chief effect to be noted in our industry will be increased 
exports of dairy products—butter. cheese. condensed milk, 
etc. Then will come shinments of nure bred breeding stock, 
action alresdv forecast hv the various foreign commissions 
that have been insverting our Holstein herds in various 
parts of the country. It is for this demand that our breed- 
ers should now make definite prenarations. not only by 
maintaining their herds in the ereatest nossible numbers, 
but by keeping them in salable condition, and in such a 
manner that they can mest any health requirements that 
may be imposed. It is not unreasonable to suppose that 
these reouirements for exrort may be reasonably strict. 
The problem of finding sufficient labor should cause little 
more trouble. while the prospect is for better feed prices in 
view of the modified rules for the use of substitutes as 
human food. Something of the Euronean requirements for 
breeding stock is indicated by the latest report from the 
Food Administration. published in this issue. According 
to these figures the herds of France have been depleted 
seventeen per cent. and Italy fourteen per cent, with the 
United Kingdom showing no loss. No figures are given for 
Holland, but we wnderstand the Dutch herds are very much 
reduced, while the herds of Belgium are practically wiped

Swat the Scrub Sire 


HERE never was a time when the scrub sire was 
| such an economic menace as he is today. In every 
dairy herd where a scrub bull is used progress is 
impossible. No matter how poor the scrub dams may be 
the only certain thing about the offspring by a scrub bull 
is that the next generation will be no improvement. Now, 
of all times, should we make the most of every opportunity 
to increase production. According to Food Administration 
figures there exists right now a world-shortage in dairy 
products, pork products and vegetable oils, of about three 
billion pounds. The responsibility for supplying the greater 
part of this shortage in dairy products is squarely up to 
North America, and it is certain to be years before condi- 
tions in the dairy field get back to a pre-war basis. The 
dairy herds of practically every country in Europe have 
been reduced by millions on account of the need for meat 
and the lack of forage to maintain them. As soon as feed 
is available there is certain to be a heavy demand for our 
breeding stock to build up these herds. This demand will 
unquestionably extend over a considerable period of years, 
as we cannot take care of European requirements fully and 
immediately without serious danger to our own supply of 
dairy products. In addition to these phases of the situation 
it is no less certain that we shall experience an increased 
demand for dairy products here at home as our people be- 
come better informed concerning their economy and value. 
In view of these facts it is evident that a heavy respon- 
sibility rests on the dairyman—the breeder of dairy cattle. 
It is equally evident that he is failing to measure fully up 
to that responsibility if he ignores any line of action that 
will mean a more abundant supply of dairy products, parti- 
cularly if the costs of production are not increased thereby. 
Dairymen as a class are fully up to the average in the 
matter of patriotism, and they should not be asked to 
assume a monopoly of the same. They should receive a 
reasonable profit on their labor and investment, and 
prices making this possible would be perhaps the greatest 
stimulus to increased production. There are however many 
things which dairymen as a whole could do that would in- 
crease their volume of business, and their profits at the 
same time. Among these might be mentioned more in- 
telligent care and feeding; better housing conditions; 
fresh air, sunlight and water in the stable; labor-saving 
machinery, etc., and perhaps most important of all better 
and more efficient dairy machines—the cows themselves. 
Right here is where the scrub sire comes in. The dairy- 
man who has a pure bred sire at the head of-his herd is 
constantly replacing his old or unprofitable cows with heif- 
ers that are an improvement over their dams. By con- 
structive breeding and selection he is building up a herd 
that will not only feed several times as many people on the 
fat of the land, but will give their owner many times as 
much money to show for his efforts at the end of each year. 
The dairyman who buys a pure bred bull has a different 
outlook on his business. He takes more pride in it, for the 
simple reason that he has more to.be proud of. Soon he 
has not only better cows, but through his increased interest 
he gives them better care. In short it transforms him from 
a cow-keeper into a dairyman and breeder. 

In this issue of the World we are pleased to present 
the details of a very practical plan for swatting the scrub 
sire that has worked out in actual operation well in a Wis: 
consin county. An accurate survey of the county revealed 
the fact that 37 per cent of the young bulls and 26 per cent 
of the old bulls in service in the county were scrubs. As 
this was one of the good counties in one of the best dairy 
states in the Union, it is safe to assume that the percentage 
for ¢he whole country would not run any under the 
figures given. An additional 37 per cent of bulls, both old 
and young, were found to be grades, which left but 26 per 
cent of the young bulls, and 37 per cent of the old bulls pure 
bred. This survey, in addition to the foregoing data, gave 
the complete data for each township of the county, with

med with this information, the three coun- 
a sede bon eeociations, representing the Holstein, Guern- 
vs ean Jersey breeds, in cooperation with the farm bu- 
vas *office the state live stock breeders’ association, and 
sas interested agencies, started a systematic campaign 
oa lace every one of these grade and scrub sires with 
re ste pred. Accordingly every pure bred breeder in the 
‘ Sie pledged himself to furnish a typical bull calf of 
oe breeding, from three to nine months of age, to be 
traded even up for one’ of the grade or scrub sires, which 
was of course to be sent to the block. The only string at- 
tached to this offer of an even exchange was that the pure 
pred calf be retained in service at least two years by its 
new owner. While in some cases this meant a little sacri- 
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fice on the part of the pure bred breeder in the matter of 
immediate returns for his calf—from the standpoint of the 
future it is fundamentally sound in its relation to the 
development of a community breeding center. 

_ The full grown scrub would certainly bring more at the 
block than the young pure bred would command for veal, 
as many pure bred bull calves are disposed of; there would 
be no economic loss in converting these bulls into beef; 
and best of all the exchange effects at no cash outlay to the 
dairyman a result that might require years of argument 
and demonstration to bring about—the swatting of the 
scrub sire, and the use of a pure bred in his place. We 
expect to hear of other counties getting organized to fol- 
low the lead of Fond du Lac County, Wisconsin. Why not 
take it up at the next meeting of your breeders’ club? 


Peace Hath Her Victories—And Food Problems 


Editor’s Note:—Following is an address delivered by Mr. 
Hoover to the special conference of Federal Food Administra- 
tors held November 12 in Washington. This address is of timely 
interest inasmuch as it covers some of the world food pro- 
blems presented by the collapse of the war. Since 180,000,000 
people in hungry lands are looking to America for food which 
no other people can give them, these world food problems be- 
cone the individual problems of every man, woman and child in 
the United States. It is America’s mission, our opportunity to 


serve. 


E have now to consider a new world situation in 
W food. We have to frankly survey Europe. A Eu- 

rope of which a large part is either in ruins or in 
social conflagration; a Europe with degenerated soils and 
depleted herds; a Europe with the whole of its population 
on rations or varying degrees of privation and large num- 
bers -vho have been under the German heel actually starv- 
ing. The group of gamblers in human life who have done 
this thing are now in cowardly flight, leaving anarchy and 
famine to millions of helpless people. We have also to 
survey the situation in the exporting nations of the world, 
to see whet can be done to redeem this mass of humanity 
back to health and to social order. Up to the collapse of 
the Germans the world that is allied against Germany has 
depended upon the North American continent for the mar- 
gins of food that maintain their strength against the com- 
mon enemy. The loss of shipping and the increased de- 
mands for transportation of our ever growing army had 
isolated the stores of food in the Southern Hemisphere and 
the Far Fast. Within thirty or sixty days the world should 
begin toe release cargo. ships from military duty and to send 
them further afield for food, and before the next harvest 
arrives the entire world’s food supply should be accessible. 
On the other hand, the cessation of hostilities will create 
an enormously increased demand for food and we must be 
deeply concerned that the starving millions who have been 
liberated from the German yoke shall have such supplies 
as will enable them to return to health and prosperity. The 
war has been brought to an end in no small measure by 
starvation itself and it cannot be our business to maintain 
starvation after peace. 

All these considerations must change our domestic 
food policies, and opens to us as a nation an obligation and 
an opportunity of service. 

We must now take an account of the whole food re- 
sources of the world and we must take an account of the 
total demands. We must consider carefully how this sit- 
uation reacts upon our people. We must consider our 
national dutv in the matter and we must make such 
changes in our policies as are fitting to the new situation. 
We have thus a new orientation of the whole food problem 
and it is an orientation that effects every one of the great 
groups of commodities in a different manner. 

It has been part of the duty of the Food Administration 
to keep informed as to the situation in world supplies. I 
will not trouble you with the details country by country, 
hor commodity by commodity. The matter of prime in- 
terest to us is how much of each commodity the exporting 
countries can furnish between now and next harvest and 
how much is necessary to the importing countries in which 
we have a vital interest, in order to maintain health and 
public order in the world. 

We have computed the export countries’ supplies on 
the basis of the avoidance of waste and we have assumed 
for the importing countries stringent war consumpcions 
with additions such as we consider will preserve health and 
order. In these circumstances we make the world’s bal- 
ance sheet in the different great groups of commodities ap- 
proximately as follows until next harvest: 


Wheat and Rye—Sufficient supplies with economy in 
consumption. 

High Protein Feeds (for dairy animals)—-A shortage 
of about 3,000,000 tons. 

Cther Feeds—Sufficient supplies with economy in con- 
sumption. 

Beans, Peas and Rice—Sufficient supplies with econ- 
omy in consumption. 

Pork products, Dairy products and Vegetable Oils—A 
shortage of about three billion pounds. 

Beef—sSufficient supplies to load all refrigerating 
ships’ capacity. 

Sugar—Sufficient supplies for our normal consumption 
if other nations retain their present short rations. A short- 
age if they increase their rations. 

Coffee—-A surplus. 

Of all these foods, except possibly protein feeds, we 
have a sufficiency for our own people and in many of them, 
large surpluses. Of the world total to produce the above 
results, we are estimating North America will furnish rath- 
er more than sixty per cent and that the United States, in- 
cluding the West Indies, will be in position to furnish a 
total of about 20,000,000 tons of food of all kinds, for ex- 
port against our pre-European war exports of say 6,000,000 
tons. 

Calculations of this order are vitally necessary if we 
are to intelligently guide the policies in the United States. 
On the other hand, all such calculations are based upon as- 
sumptions as to transportation, production and consump- 
tion which may be subject to great disturbance and dis- 
tortion during the reconstruction period. For the present 
we can accept and rightly guide ourselves by these con- 
clusions, and we may examine in more detail the position 
of each group. 

In the matter of wheat and rye, the large supplies that 
have accumulated in the Argentine, Australia and other in- 
accessible markets appear to us to supplement the stores 
of clear wheat bread for the world. It will, however, re- 
quire a continued high percentage of milling with con- 
tinuous economy in consumption and the elimination of 
waste. Here directly arises a change in our policies, for 
we are able from now on to abandon the use of substitutes 
in our wheat loaf. The world’s supply of wheat at this 
juncture is a priceless blessing, for, while bread comprises 
but 25 per cent of our national diet, the food of Europe is 
from 50 per cent to 60 per cent sheer bread. The large 
harvest that we have here this year is to a large degree 
the result of the guaranteed price and we may rightly be 
proud that our production and conservation policies have 
provided the necessary margins to the world, of its daily 
bread. , 

We can export, together with other surplus countries, 
an apparent sufficiency of the coarse grains for feeding 
purposes, that is, of oats, bariey and corn. On the other 
hand, there is a world shortage of high protein feeds, that 
is the wheat feeds, the seed and bean meals, upon which 
the dairy production of the world, and particularly of Eu- 
rope. so considerably depend. This shortage extends to 
the United States and, in our case, is due largely to the 
necessary diversion of cotton-seed meal to use as -fertiliz- 
ers and, to some degree, to our shortage in wheat mill- 
feeds, due to our hitherto reduced use of wheat flour. This 
1atter will be somewhat corrected by the elimination of 
substitutes in our bread. Thus the change in world condi- 
tions should somewhat ameliorate our dairy feed situation. 

The shortage in protein feeds directly contributes to

A PROLIFIC BREEDER 


Six calves in two years and sixteen 
days is quite an unusual record for 
prolificacy. Pauline Lilith Kiatta 
168518, shown in the accompanying 
illustration, freshened August 7, 1916 
with a pair of twin heifers. September 
20, 1917 she dropped a pair of twin 
pulls, and in just over eleven months, 
August 23, 1918, to be exact—she gave 
pirth to a pair of twin heifer calves— 
a total of six calves within twenty- 
five months. In connection with this 
unusual work as a breeder, she has 
produced by actual weight in the two 
lactation periods a total of practically 
20,000 Ib. of milk, with an average 
test for the entire period of 3.8 per 
cent.

PREDICTS SCARCITY OF DRAFT 
HORSES 


“Just what the future horse market 
is to be, no one can say. On account 
of automobiles, trucks and tractors, 
there seems to be a lull in the mar 
ket. War demand seems to be the 
main stimulus at present. Indications 
are now that fewer horses will be pro- 
duced next year. Some people think 
there is danger of a famine of the 
best types of draft horses when the 
war closes. It is certain that a tre 
mendous demand for horses will 
come from abroad at the conclusion 
of the war, and there will be no hor- 
ses to spare if the present policy to 
curtail horse: production continues, 
says R. W. Clark, of the Colorado 
Agricultural College. 

“Farmers will do well to save their 
sound suitable well-bred draft mares 
and to see that every one capable of 
raising a colt, does so. A survey 
should be made for the best draft 
stallions and price should not stand 
in the way. Farmers should heed this 
warning and begin investigating the 
matter themselves before it is too 
late.”

The Inter-Allied Food Co 
London, is discussing the poesibiis 
of diminishing the percentage of sub. 
stitutes used in wheat bread by Jan, 
uary 1, in all Allied countries in view 
of the new situation. The Austrian 
armistice must result in greater safe- 
ty of the Mediterranean Sea routes 
and the increased accessibility of the 
Indian and Australian wheat supplies 
even if Germany does not quit the 
war. This, it is hoped, should make 
sufficient wheat from these countries 
available during this winter to reduce 
the amount of substitution in the 
bread of Allied countries and allow the 
substitutes now being imported to the 
Allies to be used for dairy feeds, of 
which there is a great shortage. The 
same situation in feeds exists in the 
United States and would also be in- 
directly relieved by relaxing the use 
of substitutes in bread. 

The altered war situation would thus 
enable us to secure a better adjust- 
ment between human and animal food. 
The change in the war situation, how- 
ever, does not alter the totals of food 
demands upon the United States but 
in fact will increase our load and 
therefore there will be increased de. 
mands for economy. 

We must now participate in the pre- 
servation of newly liberated nations in 
Austria from starvation, and it is an- 
ticipated that while some wheat may 
be needed from the United States, the 
largest part of our ‘exports to that 
quarter will be corn, rye, barley and 
fats. The Austrian merchant shipping 
must be placed in service before ex- 
ports can begin.

SAVE FUEL 


The Fuel Administration issues a 
warning with regard to the waste of 
fuel of any kind, and kerosene in par- 
ticular. It points out that in Euro- 
pean countries there are very strip. 
gent laws governing these matters 
and that the courts are not lenient 
with offenders. The use of kerosene 
for starting fires is punishable by 
fines and revocation of license, or 
both. Altho no such regulations are 
in prospect here, every one of us 
should take thought against wasting 
the things that are essentials in Eu. 
rope. Some of the ways in which the 
available supply of kerosene may be 
conserved are pointed out in the fol- 
lowing communication from the Fuel 
Administration. 

Do not fill lamps from the large 
can or container. A two-quart spout 
oil can is best and will avoid spilling. 

Do not fill lamps brimful. This 
causes oil to spill when the lamps are 
moved fromroomto room even though 
the filling cap is screwed down. 

Fill lamps slowly so that when al- 
most full they will not overflow. There 
is a large waste caused by overflows 
and spills of this character. 

If you use oil from a large can or 
barrel, be sure that it is kept tightly 
closed to prevent evaporation, also to 
prevent moisture, dust and _ insects 
from getting into it. Moisture in oil 
causes lamps to sputter and produce 
poor, irregular light. 

Be sure that the spigot in the bar- 
rel is turned off tightly when not in 
use. It is advisable to keep a vessel 
under the spigot to prevent waste in 
turning it off and on. Remember it is 
the leaks and drops that count. 

A clean chimney and a well trimmed 
wick mean more light. 

Do not keep lamps, lanterns, stoves 
or heaters burning when their use is 
not necessary. If you can make one 
lamp or lantern do the work of two 
you are saving oil and making less 
work for yourself. 

Do not use for washing, 
water and soap. 

Discontinue the use of oil heaters 
and stoves where possible.

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The Outlook for Testers in Wisconsin 


OMETIME ago I received an inquiry from you concerning the 

S prospects for obtaining supervisors of tests for Holstein records 

in this state the coming season. I regret that we have delayed 

the reply so long on account of “flu” and other unfavorable circum- 
stances. 

It is very difficult indeed to report at this time with any great de- 
gree of definiteness, for thus far, we have been working from day to 
day and trying to make the best of conditions as they arose. Thus 
far, we have not had a sufficient number of supervisors to take care 
of all calls for tests. We have had to keep the breeders waiting much 
longer than was pleasant to either them or us. We have endeavored, 
however, to distribute our small force as equitably as possible, among 
the breeders, basing the division upon time of application, number of 
cows to be tested and the degree of their preparation, size of the herd, 
and amount of testing done last season. The only preference- we have 
given, is in the case of those who have not previously taken up A. R. O. 
work since we. believe that such breeders need the work most and 
derive the greatest: benefit: fronr it: 

Thus far we have not used any girls for this work, though we 
were willing to make the experiment if suitable candidates offered. 
We have our first one coming next week and have been in corre- 
spondence with others. It seems to us that in using women as super- 
visors, we will have to ask the breeders to return to three times a 
day milking unless they have such a number of cows to be tested that 
two or more supervisors will be required. Otherwise, we can only use 
girls for semi work. 

The steps we have taken to enlarge our supply of supervisors are 
as follows: We are co-operating with the States of Illinois and Indiana 
in the securing or use of supervisors so as to insure men more regular 
employment and a larger field in which to work. We have thought 
that we could thus offer some additional inducements to supervisors 
and could make more profitable use of the time men are engaged 
in this work. We are co-operating also, with the Wisconsin Dairymen’s 
Association and U. S. Dairy Division in securing testers for cow 
testing associations. Some of their candidates while not available for 
association work, which requires that one be free for a year, can be 
secured for A. R. O. testing in which the greatest need occurs during 
the winter months. We also invite the breeders to nominate men 
qualified to conduct tests. These would not be used of course, in the 
herd of the man nominating them, but would relieve someone else for 
his work when he needs a supervisor. I believe the breeders could 
help us out very materially if they would respond more readily to this 
invitation and that it would be very much to their ultimate advantage 
if they would loan their sons and daughters to the superintendents of 
official tests in every state whenever they can be spared from home 
during the present emergency.

the world’s shortage in the supply of fats. If we examine 
the position of the dairy products, the pork products and 
the vegetable cils, we find that in every item there is a 
shortage in the needed supplies for the whole world, al- 
though we are estimating with economy the export pos- 
sibilities of the United States in all these products at over 
four billion pounds, of which from three to three and one- 
half billion comprise pork products. This world fat short- 
age is due primarily to the fact that Europe has been 
steadily under-feeding its dairy herd, has made steady in- 
roads into its herd of hogs during the war and to the fact 
that there has been a great degeneration in the production 
of vegetakle oils in certain regions, owing to the inability 
to secure shipping. 

Qf our export possibilities in fats, the largest item is 
pork products. Here again we have a right to congratulate 
ourselves as to the policies pursued in the administration 
of food supplies in the United States by the Department 
of Agriculture and the Food Administration. If you consid- 
er that we have reasonable promise of ability through in- 
creased production and conservation to export seven times 
as much products as our pre-war average and if you con- 
sider the vital importance of this extra contribution in fats 
in this nev’ war against famine, we are justified today in 
our every act in the stimulation of production of this com- 
modity. While we cannot supply the world’s full deficiency 
we have ameliorated it enormously. 

As you will recollect, eighteen months ago, when we 
had to define our food policies, we stated that the only 
hope of a sufficient production of fats and meat for the 
world either in peace or war, lay in the stimulation of pro- 
duction of the American hog. In that direction we could 
obtain results in twelve months, whereas, in any other 
direction, vears would be required for expansion of fat 
production. The American farmer has responded to a re- 
markable degree. In order to assure this change in agri- 
cultural courses we promised the farmer a fair return on 
his hogs. so far as our control of export orders gave us the 
power. It is our duty to make this undertaking good. 

Yet, with all our supplies, the world will be far de- 
ficient in its normal supply of fats for two or three years 
at least. Our internal policy with regard to this group of 
commodities must therefore be one towards intensest 
economy in consumption, if we are to carry out our high 
purpose of furnishing food to a famine stricken world. 

Policies of conservation require great care and guid- 
ance. For instance, for the next 30 or 60 days there is 
barely enough shipping at our shores to take care of our 
eurrent production of pork products, and our storage is 
deficient. J.ater on when ships are available, we will need 
call upon vouf people for great sacrifice. On the other 
hand, the shortage in our supply of dairy products is today 
so acute that we are compelled to now limit the export of 
this product. Dairy products are so vital to the protection 
of child life throughout the world that we should immed- 
iately reduce our unnecessarily large consumption of but- 
ter and condensed milk. 

In the matter of beef, the world’s supplies are limited 
to the capacity of the available refrigerating ships. The 
supplies of beef in Australia, the Argentine and the United 
States are sufficient to load these ships. There will be a 
shortage in the importing countries, but we cannot hope 
to expand exports materially for the next months, in view 
of the bottle neck in transportation. 

It is very difficult to forecast with any degree of ac- 
curacy the position in sugar. At the present moment all 
Europe and North America are living on much restricted 
allowance. Our assured supplies under the purchases we 
have made are the largest per capita in the world. This 
is not greediness, for we have throughout the war asked 
our allies to supply themselves first and we would do with 
the remainder. They have sacrificed sugar to provide ships 
for other purposes. If we assume that Europe will con- 
tinue on present rations then the world supplies. now en- 
larged by rendering Java sugar available are sufficient to 
provide our entire normal consumption. If Europe raises 
its ration very considerably, there will be a shortage. 

The Food Administration has protected the fundament- 
al suvply to the American people by purchasing, in con- 
junction with the Allies, the next Cuban sugar crov. We 
have made such arrangements with the various refiners 
and producers in the United States and with the produc- 
ers as will assure a price of nine cents a pound wholesale, 
for sugar during the next twelve months. This price 
compares with from twelve to twenty cents a pound in the 
other sugar importing countries. 
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As the result of tiese arrangeme 
eastern sugars will be available, — will oo _ 
haps no restraint on consumption after the new C rbd on 
is available, unless as I have said the other gove Mban cro 
the world decide to considerably increase their Taments in 
tions. % do not think our people would want Barco» ra- 
tain an extravagant and Juxurious use of subi = 
drinks and confectionery when there was an act r ee 
ship for the necessary sugar for household use . ret 
countries. With the present world outlook, we ais icant 
steps to relax the restrictions which it was necessar xing 
us to impose on consumption when we based the 0 _ 
for the whole of Allied supplies directly on North Aumatuet 
sugar alene. Here again we must be guided from prose 
time py the world situation, but we have no desire for pis 
servation sheerly for conservation’s sake: be 

Ancther prime necessity in the United States is that 
of coffee. Our computation of the world’s coffee suppli 
indicate to us that there is more than a sufficiency to poe 
the world during the next twelve months on any basis (A 
likely demand and sooner or later the speculation which 
has been in process in some foreign countries over coffee 
on the theory that there would be a world shortage on 
peace will, in our view, receive a rude shock. 

This being the new world situation in food, created by 
the collapse of the war, the prime changes in our policies 
on today’s outlook can be summarized: 

That we may now advantageously abandon the use 
of substitutes in our wheat bread; that we will still re. 
quire economy and elimination of waste in its consump 
tion; that for the present we need conservation in butter 
and condensed milk; that ultimately we must extend this 
tc all the fats. We can contemplate, at the most, maip- 
taining fully three pounds per month of sugar per person 
of household sugar and on the present outlook, and we can 
by the availability of Java sugars to Europe begin at once 
to relax more restraints on sugar pending some changes in 
Europe policies. 

These are special features of changes in policy, but the 
shifting of conservation from one commodity to another is 
not the whole policy. There is one policy which cannot 
change, and that is the vital necessity to simple living, to 
economy in all consumption for commodities more or less 
substitute for each other. We must realize that the spectre 
of famine abroad now haunts the abundance of our table at 
home. 

There are conditions of famine in Europe that will be 
beyond our power to remedy. There are 40,000,000 people 
in North Russia to whom I fear but little access with food 
can be obtained this winter. Their transportation is demor- 
alized in complete anarchy and shortly many of their ports 
will be frozen’ even if internal transport could be realized. 
I expect that most dreadful results of starvation beyond all 
human power to allay. 

I now come to the question of the future of the Food 
Administration as an administration. This administration 
was founded by the President to: 

(a) Administer portions of the provisions of the 
Lever Act and this has been accomplished, to a consider: 
able degree in co-operation with the many trades of the 
country. 

(b) Control of foreign distribution of food. 

(c’ Enter into such voluntary arrangements with pro- 
ducers, manufacturers and others as would stabilize com- 
merce, stimulate production and to carry out the govern- 
ment assurances to these ends. 

(d) Co-operate with the Department of Agriculture in 
food productive policies to world purposes. 

(ec) Co-operate in the domestic and overseas trans: 
portation and distribution of foodstuffs with the Railway 
Administration and Shipping Board. 

(f) To control and arrange for our necessary food im: 
ports. 

(g) Co-ordinate all import and export and Army and 
Navy buying of food so as to prevent chaotic marketing 
conditions. 

(h) Co-operate with the American people in conser 
vation of eonsumption. 

That portion of our work under the Lever Act revolves 
largely around the curtailment of speculation and profiteer- 
ing. This Act expires at the signing of peace with Ger: 
many and as it represents a type of legislation only justi- 
fied under war conditions, I do not expect to see its renew 
al. It has proved of vital importance under the economic 
currents and psychology of war. I do not consider it as ot 
such usefulness in the economic currents and psychology

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of peace. Furthermore, it is my belief that the tendency of 
all such legislation except in war is to an over degree to 
strike at the roots of individual initiative. We have secur- 
ed its execution during the war as to the willing co-opera- 
tion of 95 per cent of the trades of the country but under 
peace conditions it would degenerate into an harassing 
blue law. 

The law has well justified itself under war conditions. 
The investigations of our economic division clearly demon- 
strate that during the first year of the Food Administration 
farm prices steadily increased by 15 per cent to 20 per cent 
on various computations, while wholesale prices decreased 
—from 3 per cent to 10 per cent according to the basis of 
calculation. Thus middle men’s costs and profits were 
greatly reduced. This was due to the large suppression of 
profiteering and speculation and to the more orderly trade 
practices introduced under the law. 

It is my desire that we should all recognize that we 
have passed a great milestone in the signing of the armis- 
tice; that we must get upon the path of peace; that there- 
fcre we should begin at once to relax the regulation and 
control measures of the Food Administration at every 
point where they do not open a possibility of profiteering 
and speculation. This we cannot and will not permit so 
far as our abilities extend until the last day that we have 
authority under the law. When we entered upon this work 
eighteen months ago our trades were rampant with specu- 
lation and profiteering. This grew mainly from the utterly 
insensate raids of Europe on our commodities. I look now 
for a turn of American food trades towards conservatives 
and safe business because in this period that confronts us, 
with the decreased buying power of our own people, of un- 
certainty as to the progress of the world’s politics, witn 
the government control of imports and exports, he would 
be a foolish man indeed who today started a speculation in 
food. This is a complete reversal of the commercial atmos- 
phere that existed when war began eighteen months ago 
and therefore the major necessity for law in repression of 
speculative activities is to my mind rapidly passing. It 
is our duty however to exert ourselves in every direction 
te so handle our food during reconstruction as to protect 
our producers and our consumers and to assure our trades 
from chaos and panic. 

While the expiration of the Lever Law can be faced 
without anxiety the other functions of Food Administration 
must continue. Some organization must be continued or 
some organization must be set up to guide our distribution 
of food abroad, if it shall reach the most deserving and the 
most necessitous. This implies a large knowledge of Eu- 
ropean and foreign conditions and can only be founded on 
continued expansive organization. The vast purchases for 
export are now all in the hands of governments, many of 
them acting in common and their powers in buying could, 
if misused, ruir our producers, or, alternatively, do infinite 
harm to our consumers. An utter chaos of speculation and 
profiteering would reign if these buyers were not co-ordi- 
nated and controlled. 

Someone must co-ordinate the internal transportation 
of these large exports with our domestic distribution if we 
are not to entangle our domestic supplies and are to have 
effective handling in our ports. Someone must co-operate 
with the Shipping Board in the provision of overseas ton- 
nage. Someone must organize our own needed imports of 
sugar. coffee and vegetable oils. Someone must stimulate 
and guide our people in their desire to help in this war 
against famine. It is in these directions that the future of 
some kind of Food Administration lies. An organization is 
new called upon to fight against famine. Fortunately I be- 
lieve this new war on privation finds its own peace at next 
harvest. What the constitution of this organization is to 
be must be developed with thought and care. In any event 
the government must have the continued service and help 
of you who are tried and experienced. 

When the Food Administration was founded I incor- 
porated in its personnel a number of the men from the 
Belgian Relief Commission of which I have been Chairman 
since its foundation in 1914. Aside from this duality ot 


’ personnel the Food Administration has itself, through its 


departments, largely administered the Relief at this end. 
This great work of mercy has gone on until this day and 
during the past week the President has requested me to 
expand the activities of the Relief Commission to cover 
the whole relations of the United States to the reconstruc- 
tion. of Belgium, pending reconstitution of normal com- 
merce and the payments by the Germans in cash for the ill 
they have done.

At this moment Germany has not alone sucked the food 
and animals from all those masses of people she has 
dominated and left them starving, but she has left behind 
her a total wreckage of social institutions and this mags of 
people is now confronted with engulfment in absolute an- 
archy. If we value our own safety and the social organ- 
ization of the world, if we value the preservation of ciyil- 
ization itself, we cannot sit idly by and see the growth of 
this cancer in the world’s vitals. Famine is the mother 
of anarchy. From the inability of governments to secure 
food for their people, grows revolution and chaos. From 
an ability to supply their people, grows stability of goy. 
ernment and the defeat of anarchy. Did we put it on no 
higher plane than our interests in the protection of our 
institutions, we must bestir ourselves in solution of this 
problem. There are millions of people now liberated from 
the German yoke for whose interests we have fought and 
bled for the last eighteen months. It is not up to us to neg. 
lect any measure which enables them to return to health, 
to self-support and to their national life. This is the broad 
outicok of some kind of Food Administration during the 
next twelve months. As to what the detailed structure of 
our organization may be, to effect these ends, or even its 
actual name, can be developed from time to time to suit 
necessity. It will be months until formal peace, in the 
meantime the organization must remain intact if we are 
to serve the high purposes that I have outlined. And after 
that we can decide our courses upon the basis of our na- 
tional duty.

Agricu'tural Commission Returns 


An agricultural commission, headed 
by Dr. W. O. Thompson, President of 
the Ohio State University, and com. . 
prising trained agriculturists, from a 
number of the State agricultural col. 
leges and the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, has just re. 
turned from Europe where it made a 
thorough investigation of the agricul. 
tural conditions of the allied countries 
The information it brings will be con- 
sidered in formulating the agricultural 
production program for 1919. 

The Secretary’s statement, ad- 
dressed to “the farmers and the agri- 
cultural forces of the United States,” 
is as follows: 

“We may depend upon our Army 
and Navy, in cooperation with the 
armies and navies of the powers with 
which we are cooperating, to do all 
that force and strategy can do to 
make our victory on the battlefields 
complete and we may trust the Presi- 
dent and the heads of these other 
powers to secure a just peace when 
the proper time comes. Our part is to 
maintain the agriculture of the Na- 
tion on a sound basis, to secure suffi- 
cient foods and feeds for ourselves 
and to meet the demands of the foreign 
nations, and to strengthen the founda- 
tions of agriculture for the future. 


Farmers Have Responded Mag- 
nificently. 


“During the period since we entered 
the war, the farmers of the Nation 
have responded magnificently to the 
appeals for increased production and 
all the people have complied with the 
urgent requests for fuller conserva- 
tion. During this present fall season, 
our farmers have planted an increased 
wheat acreage and a large acreage in 
rye. It is too early now to make de- 
tailed suggestions for the spring plant- 
ing season. We do not know how the 
fall grains will come through the 
winter and we are not now able to 
forecast the demands and the condi- 
tions which will prevail after the first 
of the year.

“Two things seem to be clear: 

: “One is that, for a considerable per. 
iod, the world will have need particu- 
larly of a larger supply than normal of 
live stock, and especially of beef and 
fats. We should not fail, therefore to 
adopt every feasible means of econom- 
ically increasing our live stock pro- 
ducts. As a part of our program we 
should give due thodght to the secur. 
ing of an adequate supply of feed. 
stuffs and to the eradication and cop. 
trol of all forms of animal disease. 
Need to Perfect Organization 

“The other is the need of perfecting 
the organization of our agricultural 
agencies for the purpose of intelli- 
gently executing such a program as 
may seem wise. We should not only 
have the best possible organization 
and cooperation of the Department of 
Agriculture, the agricultural colleges, 
the State departments of agriculture, 
and farmers’ associations, but we 
should especially strengthen the local 
farm bureaus and other organizations 
which support so effectively the ex- 
tension forces and assist them in their 
activities. The perfecting of this or- 
ganization is highly desirable not only 
during the continuance of the present 
abnormal conditions but also for the 
future. The local as well as the State 
and Federal agencies are of supreme 
importance to the Nation in all its 
activities designed to make rural life 
more profitable, healthful, and attrac- 
tive, and, therefore, to secure ade- 
quate economic. production, efficient 
distribution, and necessary conserva- 
tion. 

“The main purpose of this appeal is 
to direct attention to the necessity of 
continuing our state of preparedness 
and of strengthening the foundations 
of our agriculture.”
